F ort AVorth by nearly 2,000 from do­ 
m estic and foriegn petroleum centers. 
Those who w ent on the tour, which 
started from the T a rra n t county court­ 
house a t 7 :30 a. rn., w ere p a rt of the 
arge num ber of geologists who re­ 
m ained iii Foirt W orth over the week­ 
end for conferences 
w ith 
heads of 
large oil com panies, iv hose officials 
ire located here. 
Dr. G ayle Scott, associate professor 
of biology find geology at T exas C hris 
tian U niversity, and F. B. Plum m er, 
a geologist w ith the sta te board of 
geolog}-,, 
who resides here, 
led 
th** 
party. 
Passing the m unicipal airp o rt, the 
caravan 
of automobile* filled w ith 
geologists, who are continually sea roil­ 
ing for additional oil deposits to in­ 
sure continued operation of the m il­ 
lions of autom obiles, continued along 
the Colorado-Gulf highw ay to a rail­ 
way cut on the F o rt W orth and Den­ 
ver City railw ay, 20 miles from the 
city.

get the land ready, and I arn going 
t<( have enough if I have to keep on 
planting all the way up to June ” 
No doubt that man expressed the 
sentiment of a lot of folks in the 
county this year. 
Farmers seem to 
have arrived at the conclusion that 
the overhead costs of farming may be 
materially cut down by having lots of 
feed on hand at all times, inclusive 
of grain, hay and pasture.
